Gaod Whmt and u Fair Crop. 


The wbeat crop in this county promises 


to turn out ranch better this year than was 
expexted; In fact some of it is giving a 
great yield. James Keefe has just finished 
threshing two pieces he had. One 40-acre 
piece yielded 1,004 busbols. Another piece 
of 10 acres furnished 414 bushels. Mr. 
Keefe says that not only is the yield good 
but that the quality is excellent. Some 
wheat that he has hauled to town has 
weighed 62 pounds to the bushel. This, 
according to the millers, means that the 
present crop will make good flour. 


Mr. Keofe says there may have been a 


larger yield in some former years, but that 
when quality Is considered in connection 
with the more than average yield this year 
there Is no ground for complaint The pht i 
nomenal yield of his 10 acre piece along 
with the quality makes him happy beyond 
measure. 


The price that is now paid for uew wheat 


is 82 cents a bushel. Some are not disposed 
;o take that figure and they are taking steps 
to store their wheat away. The wheat as 
t stood on the ground this year looked 
thin, but there were heavy heads on tboae 
scattered stalks. Let us bear from some 
more of the farmers. 


A •2K.OOO Improvement. 


The Steam Tile company began work on 


their new plant yesterday, It being the first 
day they bad legal right to do so, The 
building will be 136 feet in length, and SO 
feet In width. There will also be a 36 foot 
wing, the entire building two story. The 
roof and upper story will be first con- 
structed then the lower story, the company 
manofacturlng the brick required as the 
work progresses.
